Middleton Murry 
Searches Himself

may be questioned whether Mr. 
Middleton Murry’s position in the 
world of letters is not out of proportion 
to his achievements. As a crilic he 1s 
too intensely personal in hig likes and | 
dislikes to merit serious attention, and 
his writings on religion and mysticism 
tend to be vague and pretentious. 
Altogether too much of his reputation 
has depended on the close intimacy of his 
relations with Katherine Mansfield and 
D. H. Lawrence. 

Here, however, we are concerned not 
with thé artist, but with. the man, and 
in “Between Two Worlds’’ we have a 
very detailed apologia for the first thirty 
years of his life, with a promise of a 
continuation to follow. Now the curious 
thing about this book is that, no matter 
how hostile and intolerant reason may 
urge us to be towards his interpretation 
of his character and actions, we find our- 


ceptional personal charm and magnetism. 
No wonder that his friends cling to him 
in defiance of common-sense, and even 
returned to him after they had effectually 
engineered a break. 

Mr. Murry extenuates nothing. He tells 
us every detail of his early Jife—his home, 
; college,. his adolescent love 
affairs, his first contact with the literary 
world, his meeting with Katherine Mans- 
field, and his subsequent ‘relations with 
her and with the Lawrences.

Revelation 


What are we to think of this man as he 
stands self-revealed and naked, almost 
X-rayed, before us? Modern psychiatry 
might provide a simple explanation of him- 
self to himself as a man who failed to 
‘become adult, but remained for these 
thirty years, at any rate, the juvenile 
whose happiness depends on the approxal 
of others. And his demands are so 
terrific. It is small wonder that his 
friends fail him; that he is continually 
faced with disappointment and bitterness. 

Mr. Murry’s description of his child- 
hood will do much to explain to us the 
cause of this juvenile response to adult 
life. His highly emotional, supersensitive 
nature was quite undeniably and literally

Again and again he rails 
against this unfairness and against that, 
but he refuses to lift a hand to help him-

General Kondylis, the Minister 
for War, has been raised a step in the 
military hierarchy in consequence of his 
successes; but, as very often happens in 
those parts of the world, heavy reverses 
as reported by the Government do ‘not 
seem to have much effect on the rebels. 
The River Struma—which has so many 
unhappy memories for Irish troops—has 
taken a hand in the game by overflowing 
its banks, and the insurgents now are 
threatening Salonika. 

No Balkan quarrel would be complete. 
without a series of complications. The 
peninsula is such an extraordinary 
mixture of races and creeds that a shot 
fired in any corner of it has almost 
inevitable repercussions throughout the 
whole territory. When the fighting began 
to develop in Macedonia, the Bulgarians, 
not unnaturally, felt rather nervous, and 
took steps to protect their own frontier. 
Their explanation was that they wished to 
disarm Greek and Macedonian refugees 
crossing into Bulgaria, and to that end 
they massed a fairly large number «° 
troops in strategic positions. No sooner 
had the Turks learned of Bulgaria's 
action than they, too, massed troops along 
the Bulgarian frontier. Turkey is allied 
with Greece in the Balkan League. She 
has no love for the Bulgars, although they 
were her allies in the Great War; and it 
appears that Mustapha Kemal Pasha is 
nervous of possible developments in 
Thrace. At any rate, he has gone one 
better than the . Bulgarians; with. the 
result that on Wednesday M. Antonoff, 


handed a formal protest—euphemistically 
termed an aide mémoire—to the Secretary- 
General of thé League of Nations. Before 
he took this step he, rather foolishly, 
supplied the Press with a copy of his 
statement, thus creating general dis- 
satisfaction at Geneva. The Turks now 
have lodged a similar complaint against 
Bulgaria, and Greece, apparently, has 
complained against both parties. So long 
as these protests are confined to an 
occasional aide mémoire in Gencv., all 
will be well; but the Balkan peoples 
have a habit of losing their tempers rather 
easily, and the fevered military prepara- 
tions that are being made by Turkey and 
Bulgaria are distinctly ominous. French 
and British warships have been sent to 
Greek waters in order to protect the 
interests of their nationals; Italian ships 
have gone to, the Dodecanese, and the 
trouble that began as a minor revolution 
‘is developing | ii into a major 
civil war. 

Ever since tht War Greece has been in 
a condition of more or less chronic unrest. 
As a result of M. Venizelos’s efforts at 
the Paris Peace Conference, the Allies, 
led by Mr. Lloyd George, awarded 
to the Greeks vast stretches of 
territory which they could not- possibly 
assimilate, The first blow came when 


Turks, themselves smarting under the 
greatest defeat in their history, and were 
driven out of Asia Minor. Then they had 
constant trouble with their Kings. The 
egregious “ Tino’’ was called from exile, 
but did not survive his restoration very 
long. His successor died as the result of 
a monkey’s bite, and King George, who at 
present is in England, was forced to leave 
the Throne. There have been numerous 
revolts and uprisings. General Plastiras 
established a dictatorship which lasted for 
precisely twenty-four hours; and all the 
time, whether in Crete or in Athens, the 
wily M. Venizelos, for all his advanced 
years, has been pulling the strings of 
political intrigue. The conclusion of the 
Balkan League has helped to stabilise 
conditions in Greece as in all the other 
Balkan countries with the exception ol 
Bulgaria and Albania; but the present 
outburst may undo all the good work of 
recent years. Tor years before the War 
the Balkan Peninsula was a source of 
constant danger to the world’s peace 
There was a very close connection betwee! 
the Balkan wars of 1912 and 1913 and th. 
subsequent outbreak of the world conflict 
and it is to be hoped sincerely that 
history will not repeat itself, All these 
Balkan nations are armed to the teeth. 
They are exceedingly jealous of one 
another, and, we regret to say, they have 
been set 2 very bad example by the Great 
Powers.

Dublin’s Plight 


By this evening the tramway strike 
which has paralysed Dublin's transport 
will have been in progress for a week, and, 
although somewhat vague hopes are enter- 
tained that Mr. Lemass may secure an 
agreement through Government mediation, 
it is highly unlikely that Monday morning 
will see any change in the situation. In 
the meanwhile—and, indeed, until further 
notice—thousands of Dublin citizens will 
continws to suffer an inconvenience which, 

y cases, amounts to actual hardship. 


Dublin on a former occasion, they suffered 
to a certain degree, as everyone must suffer 
when accustomed means of transport are 
suddenly withdrawn. Then, however, 
they had an alternative means to get to or 
from their work; for the independent 
omnibus services still continued to run. 
Now, their plight is worse. All the small 
companies -have been amalgamated under 
the Dublin United Tramways Company, 
which has obtained a virtual monopoly of 
transport in the city. People whose homes 
are near the railway line still can make use 
of the trains, but for nearly all the others 
the choice lies between taxi-cabs and their 
own feet. The tramway strike means a 
great deal to such people, and, but for the 
kindly weather of the last week, their 
plight would be really pitiable. Their 
homes lie at a distance of anything from 
two to nine miles from their places of 
employment, and the distance must be 
covered twice a day in some manner. A 
few lucky ones can use the railway, and a 
few others can get “ lifts” from passing 
motorists; but the great majority must 
walk, and, in addition, must pay for a 
mid-day meal in town which it can ill 
afford.. We-have treated the position of 
the public at some length, and, if some 
great principle were at stake, the reply 
might well be that the inconvenience was 
a small matter in comparison with the 
establishment of that principle. What 
issue, however, has brought on this strike? 
The employés stopped work because they 
felt that one of their fellow-workers had 
been dismissed wrongfully, and, even 
before Judge Shannon's Court had brought 
in its decision against them, made up their 
minds that they would continue the strike 
on totally different grounds. The dismissal 
of Driver Lawlor has been forgotten, but it 
has served as an opportunity to bring up a 
dozen points relating to wages and condi- 
tions of labour, and the strikers say that 
they will not go back to work until all 
these points have been settled in their 
favour. We said on Thursday, and we say 
again, that we have no sympathy with such 
an attitude. If there are grievances, there 
is a Conciliation Board which has been 
established to deal with them ; and, if the 
employés felt that a strike was the only 
possible course open to them, they should 
have embarked upon it only after they had 
found every other avenue closed. As it is, 
the public has been made to suffer without 
cause.

Slot-Machines 


London, as no visitor can fail to note, 


becomes a city of slot-machines after 


eight o’clock in the evening. In their 
wisdom, the British legislators have 
forbidden the selling of such things as 
cigarettes, tobacco and fruit after that 
hour ; but the citizen’s lot has been made 
more easy since some ingenious person 
discovered that the law said nothing 
against buying. Hence the slot-machine, 
which cannot be said to “ sell,” although 
it allows a purchase to be made. -It is a 
harmless and necessary institution, but it 
is engaged in a continual war of wits 
against the more unscrupulous members of 
the public, and the approaching Silv 
Jubilee is likely to involve it in mo 
trouble. In spite of every mechanical safe- 
guard, it is not proof against spurious 
coins. The returning traveller feeds it with 
ten-centime pieces, which the unsuspecting 
machine takes at their “ size value,”’ 
ignorant of the fact that rates of exchange 
have caused it to give away its bar of 
chocolate for virtually nothing. Some- 
times, feeling that this sort of thing really 
cannot be allowed to go on, it will become 
almost too. suspicious, and will return a 


marked disapproval. On the whole, how- 
ever, its attention is liable to wander, and 
it will receive bits of lead and cloakroom 
checks with perfect equanimity, The 
Treasury is ‘afraid that it may also accept 
medals in its less watchful moments, and, 
as many are likely to be struck in honour 
of the Jubilee, it has asked that they shall 
be made as large and un-coinlike as pos- 
sible. This safeguard is a direct challenge 
to the slot-machine’s prestige, and we 
expect that it will be met. Already, it is 
said, there is an American type which 
remarks “ thief !” on receipt of a bad coin, 
and such an appeal to man's better nature 
may have its effect. Bad coins, however, 
will continue to find their way into the 
slot-machine until evolution has brought 
the perfect specimen, which will grip its 
deceiver by the throat and beat him on the 
head, calling lustily for the police mean- 
while. 
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Historical Novels 


The appearance of a new, cheap and 
excellent edition of the works of Neil 
Munro from the presses of that admirable 
Edinburgh firm, William Blackwood and 
Sons, provokes a question: What of the 
Irish historical novel? Scotland’s history 
has formed the background of so many 
delightful novels by writers of the first 
order—Walter Scott, Robert Louis Steven- 
son, Neil Munro and Mr. John Buchan 
are a few of the names that come to 
mind—and one might expect that the Irish 
genius, so closely allied to the Scottish, 
could muster an equally brilliant array. 
Curiously, however, this country of ours, 
to which the past remains a living thing, 
reveals an almost complete dearth of 
historical novels. Until a year or two ago 
there were hardly any specimens of the 
genre, and the few which existed could 
bear no comparison with the galaxy of 
excellent novels which have derived their 
theme from Scotland's history. It is 


pleasant to observe that Irish authors show 
signs of remedying the want. At least 
three excellent’ novels—with their scenes 
laid in one period or another of Irish 
history—have made an appearance during 
the past couple of years, inspiring the hope 
that they will be followed by oven more 
capable succossors in the near future. We 
woleome this new feature of Irish litera.

from Amiens street to Mullingar did not 
run, and the 7.10 a.m. train from Broad- 
stone to the West was about 90 ininutes’ 
late. Two other trains left for the West 
and three arrived during the day, all 
carrying many passengers.
